| Rutgers University was destroyed by

of the one-story structure, erected in 
1893, remained at dawn. The fire 
Started at 3 A. M. and burned three 
hours. The loss was placed at 
$360,000. 

The fire was not discovered until 
the entire building was in flames and 
the New Brunswick firemen had to 
content themselves with preventing 
|its spread to the college library, a 
| fraternity house and a drug store, all 
(located within twenty yards of the 
| gymnasium. The 1,000 members of 
the student body witnessed the blaze. 
The greatest single loss was that 
of the Reserve Officers Training 
Corp, which had its headquarters in 
the building. Its equipment was 
valued at $72,000 and included 700 
Springfield rifles, half a dozen ma- 
chine guns, several trench mortars, 
mortar shells and several hundred 
rounds of infantry ammunition.

Liverpudilan Says We See England 
as Impoverished and Inefficient. 
Epecial Cable to THz New Yorke Tres. 
LONDON, Jan. 7.—The United 

States view of Britain is that she is 

a down-at-heel nation, impoverished 

and inefficient, declares Matthew 

Anderson, in his report to a Liver 

pool organization after a two months’ 

tour of America. 

“Even British residents in officia} 
positions,’’ says Mr. Anderson, ‘“‘are 
victims of this prevailing impression 
They inquire about England in the 
tone usually adopted ‘in discussing a 
dear, sick friend, and it is probably 
futile to hope that we shall throw off 
our national habit of self-deprecia- 
tion.’’ 

Mr. Anderson adds that one realized 
that the attitude of America did not 
favor the transaction of business. He 
suggests the establishment of an of 
ficial press organization for the dis 
semination of authentic information 
regarding the empire, backed by 42 
scientifically planned campaign to 
promote the sale of British goods 
overseas. 


PARIS THEATRES MAY SHUT. 


Managers Resolve to Act Unless 
“Abusive” Tax Is Reduced. 
Special Cable to Taz New York Trwes, 
PARIS, Jan. 7.—Paris is threat- 
ened with a shutdown of theatres, 
voted last night by the French As- 
sociation of Theatrical Managers as 
a protest against government taxa- 

tion. 

Declaring the present taxes abusive 
and unfair, a resolution empowers 
the president of the association, Max 
Mourey, to fix a date for closing the 
theatres if the government fails to 
make the tax reduction demanded. 

“‘Unless we obtain relief,’’ said M. 
Mourey last night, ‘‘Paris theatres 
cannot continue to remain open. In- 
creased taxi fares now are cutting 
down attendance further, and many 
of the best houses are operating at 
@ loss.’’

Yale Dean Says All Young Students 
Are Not Superlor.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 7. 
That an inferior class of students 
must be considered among the 
younger men held by President Low- 
ell of Harvard as superior to older 
men entering college, was asserted 
today by Dean Mendell of Yale. This 
class, he said, includes students who 
go to college for family reasons, or 
because it is the thing to do. 

‘*'These are in our universities only 
to acquire some vague thing known 
as en education,”’ he said. ‘‘Among 
these a later age for starting their 
college course seems preferable. Such 
students, who are very large numer- 
ically, come here at an early age 
are apt to be mentally immature and 
find themselves ill-suited to adapt 
themselves to the company of older 
men. Not having any definite con- 
cept of what they want, they are 
apt to lose themselves completely and 
become snowed under.’’

“T just shot Everett dead, and to 
prove it go to the barn and see if 
he isn’t t ore under a blanket,” re- 
plied Miller, at the\same time point- 
ing his shotgun at ‘Mrs. Van -Blari- 
com. Her husband lunged at Miller 
and wrested the gun from his p- 
Then he called rporal Kubler of 
the Allendale police, who arrested 
Miller. 

Everett Miller’s body was found in 
the barn. He had been shot in the 
back. Lieutenant Detective Larry 
Dawson of the prosecutor’s office 
soon had what he said was a com- 
plete confession from the prisoner. 
Miller was locked up in the Bergen 
County jaid to await the action of 
the grand jury.

“He personally believes that a 
sliding scale would be practicable 
and that it,represents a scientific ef- 
fort to protect the consumer and at 
the same time the domestic industry.

THE FALL IN SILVER. 


It often happens, after a world- 
wide financial shock, that attention 
is suddenly diverted to a market 
which few had been watching. Busi- 
ness communities which had cen- 
tred interest on the vagaries of the 
Stock Exchange have this time dis- 
covered all at once that the fall in 
the price of silver bullion since last 
October has in some respects been 
the most striking of all. Until nearly 
the end of December, silver had not 
gone so low at London as in several 
other older periods of decline—in 
1903 or 1915, for instance. But the 
market's downward course has 
brought this week’s price, as mea- 
sured by the Pixley & Abell tables, 
well below any touched in the silver 
market's history for a century past. 
Within two months it has fallen 1%, 
pence per pound, or nearly 7 per 
cent; in the past twelve months it 
has declined 5% pence, or 22 per 
cent. 

Four or five decades ago a rapid 
fall in silver used to be discussed 
for its bearing on the question of 
the “money supply” in relation to 
ordinary prices; particularly on the 
“ gold-appreciation” theory, which 
was alleged to be established by the | 
depreciation of silver bullion in terms 
of gold. In the days of free silver 
coinage agitation, during and before 
1896, these were cardinal principles 
of American party platforms, which 
usually urged legislative measures 
designed to restore the price of sil- 
ver. That was partly because of the 
“money-supply ” contention, partly 
to help the American mining indus- 
try. Those days are gone, however. 
During more than a quarter of a 
century markets and _ legislators 
alike have recognized that silver 
must be now regarded as one of the 
commodities, even though continued 
use of it for subsidiary currency in 
gold-standard countries and as the 
standard of value in a few backward 
communities imparts peculiar oppor- 
tunities to its consuming market. 

The idea that silver’s price moves 
up or down solely according as the 
gold production increases

YALE TO SHOW SILVER. 


Garvan Early American Collection 
Goes on Exhibit Friday.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 7.—A 
collection of early American silver 
made by Mr. and Mrs. Francis P. 
Garvan of New York City will be 
placed on .exhibition in the Yale 
Gallery of Fine Arts on Friday. An 
address under the auspices of the 
Connecticut Society of Colonial 
Dames by E. Alfred Jones of Lon- 
don, an authority on English and 
American silver, will mark the open- 
ing of the exhibition. 

The Garvan collection of early 
American furniture at the Yale Art 
Museum has been one of its out- 
standing features.

CITY CLUB OPPOSES 
AMBULANCE PLAN 


Terms Reorganization Test in 
Brooklyn a Waste of Money 
and Effort. 


FEARS LACK OF DISCIPLINE 


R. S. Childs’s Letter Suggests City 
Increase Grant to Hospitals to 


Improve Service. 


The proposed reorganization of the 
emergency ambulance service of six- 
teen private hospitals in Brooklyn 


by the Department of Hospitals is | 
criticized by the City Club of New| 


York in a letter written by its presi- 
ident, Richard S. Childs, to Dr. J. 
G. William Greeff, the new Com- 
missioner of Hospitals. The letter, 
dated Jan. 7 and made public 
yesterday, suggests that ambulance 
drivers ‘‘cannot be made amenable 
to discipline by the superintendents 
of the hospitals while the drivers 
are on the city payroll.’”’ 

The City Club suggests that be- 
fore any reorganization is 
| taken the present system of ambu- 
| lance administration be studied care- 
| fully from the standpoint of in- 
| creasing its efficiency. It also sug- 
| gests that the Department of Hos- 
pitals, before reaching any final de- 
termination, hold a public hearing 
in order to get the views of repre- 
sentatives of welfare, medical and 


emergency ambulance service. 
Text of Childs’s Letter, 
Mr. Childs’s letter follows: 


Jan. 7, 1930. 

Honorable J. G. William Greeff, 
Commissioner of Hospitals, 
Municipal Building, 

New York, N. Y. 
Dear Sir: 

In connection with the proposed 
reorganization of the ambulance 
service in the Borough of Brook- 
lyn, notice of which is contained in 
a statement issued by you to the 
press on Friday, Jan. 3, it is our 
understanding that the ‘“‘tacit agree- 
ment’’ which was reached by you 
with the representatives of the 
various hospitals concerned in- 
volves a purchase of some thirty 
new ambulances by the city to be 
located in the hospitals, and an 
appropriation for the Department 
of Hospitals for the operation of 
those ambulances at the rate of 
approximately $4,500 for each am- 
bulance. We understand that this 
further involves the employment of 
about seventy ambulance drivers to 
be assigned to the various hospitals 
named in your statement, two driv- 
ers for each ambulance, so as to 
instre twenty-four hour service. 
We further understand that in 
order to insure so far as possible 
that discipline may be enforced in 
the operation of the ambulances, 
the immediate supervision of the 
drivers will be placed in the hands 
of the superintendents of the vari- 
ous hospitals, although, inasmuch 
as the drivers are municipal em- 
ployees, any action with respect to 
their employment will depend upon 
a report made to the Department 
of Hospitals by the superintendents 
of hospitals. We understand that it 
is the intention of the department 
in this whole matter to provide for 
a higher degree of efficiency in the 
operation of the ambulance ser- 
vice, and that it is thought that by 
this method the centralization of 
control will be made more explicit. 
Inasmuch as we are informed 
that the whole plan is still in a 
tentative stage, and that further 
conferences are to be held with 
respect to the subject, we venture 
at this time to offer certain criti- 
cisms of the plan as a whole, and 
also certain constructive sugges- 
tions for your consideration. 


Objects to Experiment. 


We recognized at the outset that 
the present operation of the ambu- 
lance service is far from satisfac- 
tory. -We are aware of the con- 
stant complaints that reach your 


department with respect to the 
conditions of operation, and we 
recognize the necessity for some 
action to remedy the existing con- 
ditions. The plan as tentatively 
announced in connection with the 
roposed reorganization in Brook- 
iva. however, would place the 
operation of the ambulances in an 
anomalous situation. The drivers 
cannot be made amenable to dis- 
cipline by the superintendents of 
the hospitals while employed on 
the city payroll. At the same time, 
the Department of Hospitals is not 
in a position adequately to super- 
vise this work. We cannot but feel 
that this administrative defect will 
lay the whole plan open to incor- 
rigible abuse and cause its ultimate 
failure. This being the case, we 
believe it would be an unfortunate 
waste of effort and money for the 
city to engage in this scheme even 
as an experiment in Brooklyn, in- 
volving as it does an appropriation 
of some $96,000 for the purchase of 
new ambulances. We believe a 
much more appropriate way to use 
this money would be to increase 
the allowances now made in the 
budget to the hospitals for ambu- 
lance operation. 

Finally, our suggestion is that 
before any attempt at this type of 
reorganization is made, a definite 
and studied effort be made to in- 
crease the efficiency of the present 
system of administration. This 
should be accompanied by an in- 
creased allowance by the city for 
the operation of each ambulance in 
a hospital. 

May we further suggest that be- 
fore any final determination is 
reached by your department, you 
arrange a public hearing or con- 
ference on the subject, at which 
representatives of welfare, medical 
and civic organizations interested 
may express their views.

RESIDENT A. LAWRENCE LOWELL of Har- 
P vard, in his annual report to the Board of Over- 
seers, tackled the problem of intercollegiate 
sports and made a few classical allusions in the light- 
hearted way of deep scholars. He pointed to the glory 
that was Greece, but looked askance on the grandeur 
that was Rome, all in a strictly sporting way. 

It seems that the Greeks were amateurs in the real 
sense, and the Romans favored the professional atti- 
tude. In ancient Attica all played and a few were 
crqwned with bay leaves, wild olive, laurel or other 
shrubbery indigenous to a given area. In Rome a few 
performed and the great majority (Senatus Popu- 
lusque Romanorum) sat perched above the blood and 
sand of the arena and clapped hands. 

President Lowell also cast a light allusion to the 
building of the Harvard Stadium and, by inference, 
hooked that incident up with the famous stadia of 
Rome and those that, following the lead of the ruling 
city, were built in Verona, Capua, Syracuse, Nimes, 
Arles, Bordeaux and even in ancient Britain under the 
Roman rule. The ominous part of the allusion is that 
Rome fell. It was a famous fall, and a book was writ- 
ten about it by a fellow named Gibbon. 

For that matter, though possibly, out of respect for 
the great spirit of amateurism among the Greeks, 
President Lowell didn’t mention it, Greece fell, too. 
There was a slight difference. Rome was knocked 
down. Greece merely fell apart. 


A Historical Answer. 

‘“‘Are we not slipping into the Roman attitude of 
mind?’’ wrote President Lowell, asking himself a neat 
rhetorical question. It deserves a historical answer. 

The query led to the sending of an emissary, wear- 
ing a borrowed cap and gown, to the nearest research 
room in a public library. The scout reported back 
with tidings of good cheer. He was waving his ‘‘mor- 
tarboard”’’ in highly unscholarly fashion and, except 
that he was forcibly restrained, would have gone out 
dancing in the streets. 

“The country is safe for centuries,’ he cried. ‘‘The 
reference to the stadium at Harvard and the Roman 
obviously the Flavian amphitheatre, 
for our generation.

Why Worry? 


It is well for the president of a large university to 
peer into the future and endeavor in some measure to 
build for higher and better things. But who else with 
any interest in intercollegiate sport can be expected 
to worry over trouble that, according to the calendar, 
is not scheduled to arrive until A. D. 2235? 

The alumni? They are too busy worrying about next 
year’s football team. The students? Most of them re- 
fuse to worry over anything. The athletes? They can 
play only three years of varsity football at most, and 
most ‘certainly would express no burning interest in 
the interruption of reverse plays three centuries from 
new. 

President Lowell reached too far back. If he had 
hooked up some ominous indication in intercollegiate 
sports with the Chicago fire, the Johnstown flood cr 
the San Francisco earthquake, he might have brought 
the danger home to the modern proletariat. But he 
went back to Greece and Rome and gave a parallel in 
which the building of the great stadium led to.no 
great public catastrophe for 330 years, and even then 
the full blame was never placed squarely on the col- 
umns of the Coliseum. 


Falling in Turn. 


Harvard had the first college stadium in this coun- 
try, as President Lowell pointed out. It wasn't cou- 
structed to hold as many spectators as the Coliseum 
of old, which had a seating capacity of 87,000 if an- 
cient chroniclers can be trusted.'The dedicatory games 
at Harvard were not at all like the dedicatory games 
in the Flavian amphitheatre, where unhappy victims 
were slaughtered to make a Roman holiday. Consider- 
ing the difference in the games and the smaller ca- 
pacity of the Harvard Stadium, perhaps the result at 
Harvard will not be as mournful as it was in Rome, 
or at least the fall of Cambridge may be put off for a 
lofiger period. 

If everything goes off on schedule, Yale will fall 
under the onslaught of the barbarians after Harvard, 
since the Yale Bowl! was built after the Harvard Sta- 
dium set the fashion. Illinois will then have its turn, 
South Bend, where the Notre Dame Stadium is 
now in course of construction, will have a few added 
years in which to turn championship football 
teams before the walls down as the city is 
sacked by night.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7 ().— 
The Trans-America Corporation to- 
night revealed in its annual state- 
ment assets in excess of more than 
$1,175,000,000, showing a gain for 
1929 of more than $83,000,000. Prof- 
its were estimated at more than 
$90,000,000 by A. P. Giannini, pres- 
ident of the corporation, which 
controls banks on both the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific coasts. 

Investments of Trans- America 
have grown to $1,155,000,000, com- 
pared with $1,091,000,000 at the end 
of 1928, while cash and dividends 
receivable amount to more than 
$20,000,000, compared to $1,941,000 
a year previously.

A decision of the United States 
Supreme Court announced Monday | 
favor of the Wabash Railway 
management against a group of 
stockholders that had sought the 
payment of back dividends on non- 
cumulative Class A preferred stock 
caused an immediate reaction in the 
stock market yesterday. The Class}

B preferred and common advanced 


sharply. After the close of the mar- 
ket, William H. Williams, chairman | 
of the Wabash, said the decision}

| would permit a resumption of divi-

on the Class B preferred 
stock. 

The decision was said yesterday to 
be one of the most important ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court in re- 
cent years in respect to the powers 
of corporate management. The de- 
cision upheld the power of the Wa-| 
bash board in determining whether | 
earnings should be spent on divi- 
dends or devoted to improving the 
property. The decision, written by 
Justice Holmes, reaffirms principles 
long followed in determining the rela- 
tive rights of stock and bond hold- 
ers. 

Had the decision been in favor of 
the Wabash stockholders, it appar- 
ently would have paved the way for 
many similar actions, and it was 
said a tuation was possible in 
which stockholders might have suc- 
cessfully pitted their judgment 
against that of their directors and 
forced the paymen-. of dividends 
where otherwise they would not 
have been made. This would have 
created conditions and risks un- 
known now in corporate conduct.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Holders 
of Class A preferred non-cumulative 
stock are not entitled to restrain the 
payment of dividends to holders of 
Class B and common stock until un- 
paid dividends alleged to have ac- 


crued on Class A stock are paid, the 
Supreme Court held in a decision 
yesterday involving the Wabash Rail- 
way Company. 

Class A stockholders claimed that 
they were entitled to dividends from 
1915 to 1926 on the ground that $16,- 
000,000, which, in their opinion, 
should have been paid to them, was 
expended on improvements. 

Their contention was overruled by 
the court in an opinion by Associate 
Justice Holmes, who held that in the 
case of non-cumulative stock entitled 
fonly to a dividend if declared out of 
annual profits, if these profits are 
justifiably applied to capital improve- 
ments and no dividend is declared 
within the year, the claim for that 
year is gone and cannot be asserted 
at a later date.

Court Reviews Controversy. 

The opinion, written by Judge Man- 
ton, 
“is a cotton fabric made 
weave, and has been advertised un- 
der the trade name of ‘Satinmaid’ 
and ‘Satinized’ and has been referred 
to on the labels and tags as a ‘satin- 
ized’ product.’’ The court said the 
plantiff had a trade-mark of these 
names and that in advertising since 
Dec. 7, 1925, it had used the word 
“Satinmaid,’’ and in almost equally 
large type or letters had added ‘‘a 
cotton fabric,’’ and made the same 
use in connection with the word 
“‘satinized.”’ 

Judge Manton said the Federal 
Trade Commission had found that 
the word ‘‘satin’’ described a fabric 
composed wholly of silk, woven in a 
peculiar manner so as to impart a 
high lustre to the surface of the 
fabric, and that the word ‘‘Satin- 
maid, composed of two words, 
“‘satin’’ and ‘‘maid,’’ had the same 
phonetic significance as if it were 
used with the word ‘‘made,’’ and 
‘‘has a capacity and tendency to mis- 
lead and deceive buyers into the be- 
lief that this cotton fabric consisted 
wholly or in part of silk and thus 
one purchasers to the same be- 
let. 

The court remarked that “‘if the 
word ‘satin’ is not alone used, and 
there be a qualifying phrase which is 
descriptive of the material, there can 
be no deception of the public.”’ The 
fact that 
had trade-marked the words ‘‘Satin- 
maid’’ and ‘“‘Satinized’’ gave it ‘‘no 
unlimited sanction to use it when it 
would deceive.’’ The opinion con- 
tinues: 

“The petitioner has a satin weave 
and there can be no deception by the 
use of the word ‘Satinmaid’ or 
‘Satinized’ if it is sufficiently made 
known that all of the material used 
is not silk. 


Order Is Modified. 


“Accordingly, the order to cease 
and will be modified so as to 
require the petitioner to cease and 
directly or indirectly, from 
using the words ‘Satinmaid’ or ‘Satin- 
ized’ or any word or words or com- 
bination of words embracing the 
word ‘satin’ as a trade name for or 
to describe or designate a cotton fab- 
ric offered for saje or sold in inter- 
state commerce unless there be add- 
ed in letters equally conspicuous and

figures for the year announced yes- 
terday by the building departments 
of the five boroughs. The estimated 
cost of plans filed during 1928 was 
$836,990,105, or $23,348,582 less than 
the total for the past twelve months. 

The aggregate increase was 
'achieved despite declines in the 
totals for the four boroughs of 
Brooklyn, Queens, the Bronx and 
Richmond, which were more than 
offset by a gain of $219,968,845 in 
Manhattan, where the 1929 figure 
was $543,882,265, as compared with 
$323,913,420 for the previous year, 
the annual report of Charles Brady, 
Superintendent of Buildings 

Figures on construction work in the 


metropolitan area during the past 
year are reported to have been lower 
than in 1928, despite the apparent 
increase in the total of estimated 
building cost. The cause for the ap- 
parent discrepancy is found in the 
fact that scores of apartment plans 
running into millions of dollars were 
filed in Manhattan just prior to the 
passage of the multiple dwelling law 
last Spring. Many of these plans 
have been withdrawn or are yet to 
materialize. Others in this category 
on which work had not started at 
the time the law became effective in 
pril were held up by court order. 
The number of plans filed in Man- 
an declined from 910 in 1928 to 
837 in 1929, but the amount involved 
was greater last year than in the 
previous year. Brooklyn’s total was 
about one-third less than in 1928 
when the figure was $202,223,346, al- 
though alterations added $19,248,096 
this year. The Bronx total was down 
50 per cent from 1928, and in Queens 
and Richmond also a sharp drop was 
registered. Overbuilding in some 
types of construction in some sec- 
tions and a shortage of mortgage 
money were given by real estate men 
as the chief causes of the slump.

The shipyards of the United States 
started the new year with unfinished 
business at hand worth $70,000,000 
more than the total work at hand 
at the start of 1929, according to a 
bulletin issued yesterday to its mem- 


bers by the National Council of | 
American Shipbuilders. 

The value of unfinished business 
on hand Jan. 1, 1929, said the coun- 
cil, was $20,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of merchant vessels and $30,- 
000,000 for naval vessels. The year 
1929 showed a marked improvement 
in orders for merchant vessels but | 
contracts for only two naval vessels. 
In contrast with the figures for the 
start of 1929, the unfinished busi- 
ness was approximately $90,000,000 
for merchant vessels and $30,000,000 
again for naval vessels as 1930 got 
under way, according to the survey 
of the council. This study covets 
the ocean-going field without an at- | 
tempt to analyze, and does not con- 
sider yards of the Great Lakes 
district. 


Eight Built in 1929. 


Only eight seagoing vessels of 1,000 
gross tons or more were delivered in 


1929 by American yards. They were 
the scout cruiser Salt Lake City, 
with geared turbines; the passenger 
vessel Pennsylvania, with turbo-elec- 
tric drive; the colliers Berwindvale ; 
and Berwindglen, with reciprocating | 
engines and pulverized coal equip- 
ment; the inter-island vessels Huala- 
lai and Humuula, with geared turbine 
drive, and the tankers Blue Sunoco, 
with Diesel drive. and Tidewater, 
with Diesel electric drive. The other 
vessels were yachts, ferryboats, 
barges, car floats and other small 
craft. 

Contracts awarded during the year 
for seagoing vessels of 1,000 or more 
gross tons and their approximate 
value were: Two scout cruisers, $21,- 
000,000; six passenger vessels, $37,- | 
600,000; six combination vessels, 
$13,800,000; fourteen tankers, $23,-) 
455,000. Explaining the expansion of 
growth of certain types of vessels, 
the survey says that a 30 per cent ad 
valorem duty added in 1928 to the! 
cost of yachts built abroad for Amer- 
icans resulted in the construction of 
some of these at home. 

The National Council calls upon 
Congress to make possible the fur- 
ther development of shipbuilding by 
legislation if necessary. It says: 

‘In his endeavor to carry out the 
spirit of the merchant marine act of 
1928 the Postmaster General has en- 
countered difficulties in applying the 
test of the act to contracts for the 
carriage of mails. It is hoped that | 
these difficulties will be overcome 
without further legislation, but if | 
legislation be necessary it is essen- 
tial that it be enacted during the 
present session of Congress to facili- | 
tate the awarding of future contracts 
for ship construction.”’ 

Discussing the present situation | 
and the immediate future the survey 
points out that the present volume of 
unfinished contracts is not sufficient 
to maintain the American yards at 
normal capacity. Even to maintain | 
the present volume will involve an 
expenditure of at least $75,000,000 
annually, it estimates.

His death caused four persons to 
be taken into custody by police as 
material witnesses. They were Miss 
Anna Brada, employed in the diet 
kitchen of Flower Hospital, who has 
an apartment at the East Sixty-fifth 
Street address; Matthew McCarthy, 
a truck driver of 429 East Sixty- 
seventh Street, and his wife, Agnes; 
and Jack Tiernan, a Motion-picture 
operator employed at the Savoy 
Theatre, who lives at 3,918 Ericson 
Avenue, Elmhurst, L. I. All four 
were released later. 

According to the police, Miss Brada 
gave a party in her apartment yes- 
terday which was attended by Mrs. 
McCarthy, McDuff and Tiernan. In 
the afternoon McCarthy, who has 
not been working since New Year's, 
returned to his home, Finding his 
wife out, he went to Miss Brada's 
apartment seeking her. 

He arrived at the Brada apartment 
while the party was in full swing, 
but no one answered the doorbell 
when he rang.
